BEIRUT (AFP) - A day-old 
tmee in a besieged rebel-held 
town near Damascus broke 
down yesterday as Syrian war¬ 
planes bombed the divided 
northern city of Alepp o for a 
ntli straight day activists sad. 

By Wednesday, tlie Aleppo 
ar blitz diat begai on Decem¬ 
ber 15 had Inlled at least 422 
people, mostly civilians, ac¬ 
cording to tire Synai Observa¬ 
tory for Human Rights, a 
Britan-based group relying on 
activists and other sources in¬ 
side tire war-tom country 

hi Moadaniyet al-Shanx 
nea'Uie capital, clashes broke 
out on yesterday afternoon, a 
day after opposition aid 
regime sources announced a 
tmee for die town, winch had 
been under a suffocating army 
siege for a year 

The opposition blaned 
Pi'esident Bashar al-As sad's 
troops for breaking the tmee. 

‘Tliey opened heavy ma¬ 
chine-gun fire widioul any rea¬ 
son. It meal3 there ae people 
from the regime who don't 
want the siege on onr town to 
be lifted. They ae trying to 
end die tmee m any way pos¬ 
sible," Ahmad, a local activist, 
told AFP Via tlie Internet. 

The Synai Revolution 
General Commission a net¬ 
work of activists on the 
ground, confirmed the fight¬ 
ing, aid sad the amy was 


sending "heavy reinforce¬ 
ments^ to wads die town. 

On Wednesday rebels 
rased the national flag above 
tlie town in accordance with a 
ceasefire deal that was sup¬ 
posed to allow food in, but 
Ahmad sad none had arived 
Negotiations were under 
way for another truce in 
Eazeli, northern Damascus, 
according to activist Emad al- 
Bazawi, but he sad “there has 
been no decision yet. “

residents to flee.

The two Filipinos and one 
FiLpino-Clrinese were arrested 
m a rad on Wednesday on a 
cock-fighting fam in south 
Mania, after weeks of intelli¬ 
gence operations by local and 
US am-narcotics personnel. 

Seized m the rad were 
kilograms (185 pounds) of 
methamphetanine hydro clilo- 
ride, populaiy known as "'ice" 
or "shabu", as well as two 
fireamis, sad police officials. 

However tlie actual mem¬ 
bers of the Mexicai catel 
were not tliere during tlie rad, 
sad Senior Superintendent 
Batolome Tobias, head of a 
dmgs task force. 

"We have previously had 
reports that the Mexicans are 
here and .. tins is the first time 


we have confirmed that in¬ 
deed, the Mexicans ae already 
here," he told reporters. 

Tobias did not say how they 
knew the Sinaloa catel was in¬ 
volved. He sad a Filipmo- 
American naued Gary Torres 
aid two Mexicais Imown as 
“Jaime" and "Joey" were being 
sou gill in connection witli tlie 
seized dmgs. 

President Beingno Aquino's 
spokesman Henninio Coloma 
sad the government would act 
promptly aganst the catel. 

"Of course, the government 
will seek to arest these law¬ 
breakers, stop their crimes, and 
protect the cilizenry, " he sad. 

It was not clea why the 
Mexicai ca1el would have en¬ 
tered the Philippines The na- 
bonal police cfnef Director- 
Gener^.

- A first Gr«enpeac« activist 
depaitecl out of Russia yester¬ 
day, more than three months 
after he was arrested along 
witli 39 fellow crew members 
of a ship protesting against 
Arctic Dll drilling, an AFP 
journalist saw. 

Dimtn LiRinov, a S we dish- 
American of Russian origin, 
left Saint Petersburg for Fin¬ 
land's capital Helsinki on a 
tram departing at S: 35 pm 
(Id35 GMT) after Russia is¬ 
sued exit visas for 14 of the 
crew following a paidoii by 
President Vladimir Putin 

Most of the activists who 
received visas are expected to 
leave Prussia today, according 
to a Greenpeace statement. 

Russian authorities earlier 
dropped the criminal case 
against the last member o f tlie 
30-strong team, in a move 
widely seen as the Kremlin's 
attempt to improve Russia's 
image ahead of tlie Winter 
Olympic Games in February in 
Its Black Sea city of Sochi. 

Greenpeace now expects 
Russian investigators to return 
die equipment seised during 
the operation against its ac¬ 
tivists, as well as the Arctic 
Sunrise slup, winch is still 
b eing held in tlie nDilbwestem 
city of Mumiansk.

125.6 million and Afl. 6.5 mil¬ 
lion. Domestic credit grew 
largely as a result of an Afl. 

117.6 million decrease in the 
net claims of the public sector 
on the banking sector, stem¬ 
ming mostly fl'om a decline in 
goverainent deposits of Afl. 
115.0 million. Claims on the 
private sector expanded by 
Afl. S Q milhon, attributed to 
increases in housing mort¬ 
gages and consumer credit of 
respectively, Afl.

Isles, dubbed die fastest man 
in rugby by Paigby magazine 
last year, underwent a tryout 
session for tlie Lions on Mon¬ 
day that included ruimmg the 
40-yard dash in 4.33 seconds 
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A spot opened for Isles 
after the Lions promoted 
tight end Matt Veldman from 
the practice squad to the ac¬ 
tive roster to replace injured 
Brandon Pettigrew ahead of 
Detroit's seas on-ending game 
Sunday at Minnesota. 

"You're looking for ath¬ 
letes," Lions coach Jim 
Schwartz said "Ithasn'tbeen 
unusual to see basketball 
players transition to the NFL 
Tliat's not just recently, that 


goes way back. 

"Even track guys like Bob 
Hayes and Renaldo Ne¬ 
ll emi all. An atlilete's an ath¬ 
lete. Tliere are skills that you 
can develop, and if you see 
something you like then you 
can work with him." 

Isles, whose Ohio home¬ 
town of Massillon is a famed 
US Ingli school gndiron 
hotbed and near the Ameri¬ 
can Football Hall of Fame, 
was a spnnt star and Amen- 
can football player in college 
b efore switching ro rugby. 

He plays for the Gentle¬ 
men of Aspen club team and 
has II caps for the USA 
Fuigby Sevens squad. 

Other NFL clubs have 
turned outside the usual US 
collegiate feeder system for 
talent tins year. 

Kenyan-bom Daniel 
Adongo has played two games 
at linebacker tliis season for 
die playoff-bound Indianapoks 
Colts after playing for South 
Ahica's Soutliem Kings in 
Super 15 rubgy last season.
